None of the prior art of record discloses or suggests alone or in combination that a 
method of fabricating a thin film transistor substrate comprising a combination of various steps 
as claimed more specifically the step of forming a gate pad electrode and a data pad electrode 
electrically contacting the gate pad and the data pad, respectively, wherein the at least one of the 
gate pad electrode and the data pad electrode is formed using the back exposure light of which 
passes through the pad hole, wherein a region where the pad hole is formed is within a region 
where the contact hole is formed, and wherein the at least one of the gate pad electrode and the 
data pad electrode is within the region where the contact hole is formed as set forth in claim 1 1 .
